physical reality but a symbolic PARABLE to illustrate some thing of 
great SPIRITUAL REALITY. Something .personal and greater is being 
introduced and not to be confused with the general physical creation of 
; the first chapter. 

f, A restriction is introduced here concerning eating of fruit of a certain 
tree that isn't specified or even hinted at in the 1st chapter because God 
is revealing Himself to a Man we know now as Adam J thc ^' s 
"Adam" and Man" are interchangeable in the Hebrew!, and this MAN 
i5 l*"n g "... opportunity to exermo a FRKE WILL. He €•»<*»« 
to follow God or he can elect to DISOBEY God. He is br ing given 
CHOICE. 

7 This emphasis on names here and no specific places mentioned in the 
first chapter jus. illustrates again that the first ^apter Js a P ,ctu« of 
an earlier genera, creation: bn. now we have a 
IF1C situation where God is giving this man a SI K( 1AL 
NESS and we see its reflection in things being named. 

0 This illustrates that man is set apart from the animals but the reverse 
wording again offsets this from the past general creation of Chapter 1. 

«> Another SEPAR\TI\G SIGNAL from the first chapter plus emphasis 
on the fact that Woman needed her OWN consciousness, responsibility 
and awareness of God. and God performed a SPECIAL ACT in accom- 
plishing this. In a letter just received from Edith ConVbs before 

going to Press. She mentions, in relation to Number 9 that ‘ God created 
woman for man and through out the Bible great emphasis is put on mar- 
ria"o, they are to he on?." This is a true statement and this is a good 
illustration of Scripture having more than one implication— this happens 
often throughout the Bible. 

10. Certainly, it is possible. All tilings are possible with God.
